The Endurance, which is to operate 
on the opposite side of the Antarctic, 
will leave England early in August for 
Buenos Aires, whence she will finally 
start for the Antarctic base in Octo¬ 
ber. Most of the members of the ex¬ 
pedition will leave England in the En¬ 
durance, but Sir Ernest Shackleton will 
travel later by mall steamer, and join 
his ship at Buenos Aires. 

The dogs, which constitute an im¬ 
portant factor in the expedition, are 
a cross between a wolf and a Scotch 
stag hound, and have been bred In 
northern Canada. The lightest of 
them will turn the scales at eighty 
pounds, whereas the heaviest dog with 
the last Shackleton expedition weigh¬ 
ed forty-five pounds. They have been 
selected by the experts of the Hud¬ 
son's Bay company and will be under 
the charge of one of the most experi¬ 
enced drivers from Canada, who was 
chosen by the commissioners of the 
Northwest Mounted Police.

For over four jponths work H4a been 
lq progress on the dike known as Cano 
Saddle, which was built to prevent 
Gatun Lake from running Into the 
Atlaiitlc Ocean. The dike la located 
about 26 miles north of Gatun and can 
only, be reached by boats on Gatun 
Lake, JU that R°int the surfoce of 
the lake reached to within a few feet 
of a low narrow ridge through which 
the waters might have worked their 
way and thus washed a passage Into 
the Atlantic. 

To prevent this •the dike, or saddle, 
30 feet high and about 1,200 feet long, 
was constructed. During the course 
of the work about 4.000 men were em¬ 
ployed. this great number being neces¬ 
sary because of the prevalence of 
malaria. It was the breeding place 
for hordes of mosquitoes and every 
mao taken Into the place was almost 
instantly affected. It Is said that 
every white man who worked on the 
Job was brought out of the district on 
a stretcher and unconscious. In spite 
of this, however, not a death oc¬ 
curred, every one of the laborers hav¬ 
ing recovered their health on being 
brought back to the canal sone.

So that this great mud 
wall which we have cut. now burlei 1 
beneath the sediment of thirty-seven I 
hundred annual inundations, enclosed 
the seat of government in Joseph's j 
day. Here we stand at the entrance of 
the citadel of . Joseph's power. Within, 
this colossal oval of mud brick the 
great Hebrew prime minister ruled. 

Probably the r.* 
was a causeway over the wall, as at 
the camp of Tel! el-Yehudlyeh. By, 
this causeway Joseph’s chariot, the, 
second chariot In the realm, rolled in 
and out.

The Honorable David Jayne Hill, 
former ambassador of the United 
States to Germany, publishes In the 
Saturday Evening Post of the 10th 
Inst a very adroit article In which he 
undertakes to demonstrate that by the 
lerms of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
of Nov. 18, 1901, under whloh the 
canal has been constructed, the Unit¬ 
ed States has a free hand" In the 
matter of fixing rates of toll, and Is 
under no treaty obligations to charge 
tolls on American shipping, either In¬ 
ternational or coastwise. I propose to 
point out some of the falacles of Mr. 
Hill's article. 

Before doing so, however, I desire 
to suggest an Interesting inquiry. 
How does it come about that there 
is so sharp a controversy over the 
construction or interpretation of the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty of November 
18, 1901? For half a> century the mat¬ 
ter of canal construction across the 
Isthmus, and the relations of the Unit¬ 
ed States and Great Britain thereto, 
had been a matter of discussion In¬ 
dulged by the greatest statesmen and 
diplomats of both powers. Messrs. 
Hay for the United States and Lord 
Pauncefote for Great Britain, selected 
for their conceded learning and ex¬ 
perience in matters relating to inter¬ 
national matters, had made one 
treaty, which being amended and rat¬ 
ified by the United States had been 
rejected by Great Britain. They then 
” formulated a second treaty, which 
was unanimously ratified by both 
parties, when, lo and behold, we are 
now told by another crop of diplomats 
that one of the most important mat¬ 
ters relating to the whole-, business 
seas left In such obscurity that It re- 
quires microscopic ratiocination to 
determine Just what it means! Every 
diplomat and “near diplomat” In the 
country has had his fling at the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. Is It true, then, 
that there Is any obscurity as to the 
meaning of the treaty or that any 
doubt existed In the minds of the 
senators who voted to ratify 
It as to the meaning of th« treaty? 

I answer that there was no doubt at 
the time and no doubt now as to the 
meaning of the treaty. Every one 
understood at the time the treaty 
was entered Into precisely what It 
meant; for they understood that it 
meant what It said, and this Is what 
It said: 

“First: The canal shall be free and 
open to the vessels of commerce and 
of war of all nations observing these 
rules, on terms of entire equality, so 
that there shall be no discrimination 
against any such nation or its citisens 
or subjects In respect of the condi¬ 
tions or charges of traffic, or other¬ 
wise. Such conditions and charges of; 
traffic shall be Just and equitable." 

The contention of the shipping in¬ 
terests of the country as so adroitly 
and cleverly set forth by'Mr. Hill Is 
0 that the words “all nations observing 
these rulfes” do not include the Unit¬ 
ed States; that she is not in any wise 
hampered as to rates of tolls or in any 
other matter, but may exercise a “free 
hand,” the property being hers, built 
at her own expense, etc. The argu¬ 
ment, , though specious. Is not sound, 
as I shall endeavor to demonstrate. 

In the first place, If It had been 
Intended to except the citisens of the 
United States from the general rule 
of equality as to “charges of traffic 
or otherwise." why was it not so de¬ 
clared? Is it because it was such a 
self-evident proposition that it re¬ 
quired no such declaration? If the 
United States was not Intended to be 
Included In the expression “all na¬ 
tions" as used In this first rule laid 
down In the treaty, how about the 
second, which declares that “The 
canal shall never be blockaded, nor 
shall any right of war be exercised, 
nor any act of hostility be committed 
within !tr 

Mr. Hill entirely overlooks the most 
Important and salient feature that 
characterises this whole subject of 
canal construction, which is that the 
canal when constructed was to be, not 
a United States canal, but a world 
canal. The treaty provides that It 
may be buUt “under the auspices rf 
the government of the United States," 
but it is required that In Its manage¬ 
ment and control must be, subject to 
the provisions of the present treaty.” 
Then follows the provisions of the 
treaty, which, as I have said, consti- 
0 tute the canal a waterway for the 
whole world, or for all powers agree¬ 
ing to observe the rules laid down in 
the treaty. As some power had to be 
clothed with the authority to manage 
and regulate the use of the canal, the 
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United States was. of course, empow¬ 
ered to perform this duty, but bo far 
as Its commercial interests were con¬ 
cerned she was to become a mere toll 
gatherer. Having incurred all the ex¬ 
pense of constructing the canal, it 
followed as a natural right that she 
should be allowed to reimburse her¬ 
self by levying tolls on fill persons 
availing themselves of Its use, pro¬ 
vided, however, that there should be 
no discrimination as between the citi¬ 
sens of one nation and those of an¬ 
other. The canal was to be, to use 
the language of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, "for the benefit of mankind." 

If the United States is exempt from 
the equal tollrate provision, is she also 
exempt from the prohibitions found 
In the third rule against revlctuallng 
her ships In the canal? The fourth 
rule prohibits a belligerent from em¬ 
barking or disembarking troops or 
munitions of war or warlike materials 
on the canal. Does this prohibition ex¬ 
tend to the United States? If not, 
why not? Vessels of war of belllgeT- 
ents are not to be allowed to remain 
within the three-mile limit at either 
terminus of the canal longer than 
twenty-four hours. (Fifth rule.) Does 
this prohibition apply to the United 
States? If not, why not? Does any 
sane reader believe that Great Britain 
permitted the United States to con¬ 
struct a great international waterway 
that would give to the latter In time 
of peace a monopoly of trade and In 
time of war a strategic advantage 
that would make her Invincible? 

It la to be hoped that whenever it 
became necessary to distinguish be¬ 
tween' the United States and other 
nations, the distinction was not left 
to vague inference, but was specifi¬ 
cally pointed out; as for illustration 
In the second rule, wherein It Is de¬ 
clared that the canal shall never be 
blockaded. The signatories under¬ 
standing that this, as well as the pro¬ 
hibition against inequality of traffic 
i rates, would include the United States, 
were careful to provide that "the 
| United States, howover, shall be at 
I liberty to maintain such military po¬ 
lice along the canal as may be neces¬ 
sary to protect It against lawlessness 
and disorder." 

If, therefore, the very Important 
feature of exempting American ship¬ 
pers from the payment of tolls had 
been in contemplation. Is it possible 
to suppose that these astute treaty- 
makers would have left It open to a 
constrained and exceedingly technical 
construction? They said M all na¬ 
tions,” except such. If any, as should 
refuse to be governed by the rules laid 
down In the treaty, should enjoy “en¬ 
tire equality.” 

But Mr. Hill advises us that there 
is a distinction between the Ortt Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty of February 6, 1900, 
and the second treaty, made by the 
same diplomats November 18, 1901. 
This Is very true, but Mr. Hill's con¬ 
tention that the first treaty was re¬ 
jected by the senate, because unfavor¬ 
able to the United States, and that 
thereupon a second treaty was entered 
Into that entirely changed the rela¬ 
tions of Great Britain and the United 
States in respect of the rights of the 
latter; that while under thp former 
treaty Great Britain would have shar¬ 
ed with the United States the duty 
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with the United States the burden of 
providing for the expenses and the 
final liquidation of the cost of canal 
dbnstruetlon. 

I confess that I am unable to com¬ 
prehend how any moral obligation has 
been incurred by any of the parties. 
There . is one very interesting jpeature 
connected with the matter under dis- 
oussJon, which for want of space I 
shall be compelled to omit or reserve 
for another "possible” chapter. 
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and responsibility of making rules anrf 
regulations, inter alia the duty of pr6-' 
vlding for the neutralization of the 
canal. Is untrue and is wanting in a 
single lota of historical fact. 

Now let us advert to-a little of the 
Unquestioned history - of the transac¬ 
tion. On July 6, fit#, the United 
States and Great Britain entered into 
a treaty to define and 1 settle their 
views and intentions with reference 
“to.'any means of-communication by 
ship canal which may be constructed 
betkveen the Atlantic knd Pacific 
'bcegns* etc; ' 

The first article of' the treaty pto- 
iVldpd: "The government of the Unit- 
W 1 States and Great Britain hereby 
declare that neither the one nor*, tha 
othfer will ever obtain Sr -maintttinl for 
l^lf any exclusive control over the 
said’Uhip'canal,* r etc. ’ 1 .. 1 11 • 

TMS treaty stood as a lion in the 
path of‘liny attempt on "the pdrt 1 of r 
the'United States to construct oh con¬ 
sol Atiy huch canal until the making 
lUfltUe'first HAy-Pauncefote treaty. 

February 6. ttW, 1 l7,i ' 

I The second article of this treaty Is 
as follows: “The high Contracting 
parties, desiring to preserve and main¬ 
tain ‘the general principle of neutral¬ 
ization established in Article yuL of 
tpe Clayton-Bulwer convention, which 
convention is hereby superseded, adopt 
as a basis of such neutralization the 
following rules.” , t . 

The treaty, then proceeds to lay 
down a code pi rules substantially as 
the same were adopted by the con¬ 
vention of nine of the principal pow¬ 
ers of Europe which authorized the 
construction of the Suez canal. The 
rulfe as defined in the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty was “that the same canals or 
railways, being open to the citizens 
and subjects of the United 8tates and , 
Great Britain on equal terras, shall 
also be open on like terms to the citi¬ 
zens anfl subjects of every other state 
which is willing to grant thereto such 
protection as the United States and 
Great Britain engage to afford." This 
Is called by the convention “The gen¬ 
eral principle of neutralization.” and 
is mAde a part of all subsequeat 
treaties, the second Hay-Paunctfote 
and the Hay-Bunau-Varllla treaty.- 

It may not be amiss Just at this 
stage of the discussion to define what 
Is meant by the “general principle of 
neutralization” as applied to terri¬ 
tories, water-course*, canals, etc. Jt 
were a pity that diplomacy did not 
select some other term to describe, the 
relation established by a declaration 
of neutralization. We all know, of 
course, that in its ordinary applica¬ 
tion the term “neuter” means 
“neither." If nation “A" and “B” 
are engaged in war with each other, 
nation "C" may declare Its neutrality. 
1. e., that it will give no aid. comfort 
or assistance to either. The neutral¬ 
ization. however, of a territory, river, 
strait, or canal, doe* not mean that 
neither party may occupy It, but that, 
all may so occupy or use on precisely 
the same terms. It means, further¬ 
more, that within the limits of the 
neutralized territory, whether land or 
water, there shall be no war or con- 
fifi-f twitwppn the narties. It is to be 


Stipulation* Of neutrality should be 
interpreted so as to for*Md the United 
States to take whatever measures It 
saw fit for Its own protection and the 
maintenance of order, etc. 

It will at once be observed that the 
only amendment of any Importance 
was that which I have last described. 
It ;was an effort on the part of then 
senate to relieve the United States I 
frota the restraints imposed by the 
adoption of the "general principle" of 
neutralisation. 

‘.Otoat Britain very promptly refused 
to ratify the treaty as thus amended. 
Lord Lansdewne, kho was favorably 
dipbosed towards the canal project, 
adVlsed the Washington government 
tha^ his majesty's government could 
hot} ‘agree to any treaty that did no* 
certain in Its fun import the "general I 
principle" of neutralization. There, 
w ete so toe .points of minor importance I 
he ,wns perfectly willing to concede, 
blit In the matter of making the canal 
a waterway for all nations, free to 
be used on terms of entire equality, 
and subject to precisely the same 
traffic rates, he was firm and immov¬ 
able. 

The administration at Washington, 
knowing as It did that Great Britain 
wns desirous that tine canal be con¬ 
structed, {specially as it would be of 
gri-at service to her and coat • her 
nothing, and the lobby at Washington 
being extremely anxious to involve 
the government In an enterprise that 
would result in the expenditure of 
hundreds of millions of dollars, Mr. 
Hay proposed to Lord Pauncefote that 
the matter again be taken up, aud 
hence resulted the second Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, the one now in 
force. 

Mr. Hill labors Industriously to show 
that the second treaty was much more 
favorable to the United States than 
the first. In the first, he says Great 
Britain and the United States w?rc 
authorized to act Jointly in the matter 
of msktug rules and regulations touch¬ 
ing the government and control of the 
canal, while in the second the whole 
matter of control Is turned over to the 
United States, so that she may ranks 
any such rules and regulations as to 
her may seem fit and may exclude 
from the use of the canal any nation 
which may refuse to observe such 
rules. He even goes to the length of 
declaring that under the new treaty 
the Untied States may in time of var 
close the canal; and this, too, in the 
face of the positive statement In llio 
new treaty that “the canal shall never 
be blockaded I" I deem it fluite un¬ 
necessary to consume the lime of the 
Tender in an effort to show that there 
are but two methods by which a canal 
can be closed—the one by filling It 
up, destroying It—the other by block¬ 
ading it. He advises us, however, that 
there was another important change 
made in this, that while the firs; 
treaty provided that the canal was to 
be thrown open to "all nations,” the 
second provided that It was to be 
thrown open to all nations “observing 
these rules,” and as the power to make 
rules was vested solely In the United 
States. It gave to that government 
practically a free hand In the matter. 
It could provide for free transit of the 
vessels of the United States; It could 
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s murmur of dissent. Having been al¬ 
lowed to construct the canal, the ship¬ 
ping interests now come forward and 
seek to evade the plain and unequivocal 
! provisions of the treaty by the absurd 
contention that they were not Intended 
to be Included in the requirement that 
all traffic rates should, b© equal; and 
i therefore if the United; States Is under 
a moral obligation to require its citizens 
to pay tolls, then foreign governments 
are under a moral obligation to share 
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providing for the regulation and man¬ 
agement of the canal.” But >vcn his 
limited "exclusive” right was mads 
“subject to the provisions of the pres¬ 
ent treaty." 

I have read carefully both the first 
and second treaty, and much confess 
that I am at a loss to understand what 
Mr. Hill means by saying that under 
the second treaty the United States 
"occupies an entirely different position 
from the one It occupied in the previ¬ 
ous treaty," that it can fortify the 
canal; that It can close It In time of 
war; that It can make its own rules 
and e; fcrcc them; thus overlooking 
the fact that by the term* of the 
treaty Itself wherein !t Is absolutely 
forbidden to close the canal, either in 
var or peace, for there is no excep¬ 
tion to the prohibition, and Is also for¬ 
bidden to make any rule or regulation 
which was not "subject” to the re¬ 
strictions provided in the treaty, so 
that as a matter of fact the second 
treaty, so far from enlarging the pre¬ 
rogatives of the United States, actu¬ 
ally restricted them. Notwithstanding 
Ibis, however. It was accepted and 
ratified by the senate for the reason 
that It had become evident that no 
better term* could be had. 

Great Britain had laid, down the doc¬ 
trine In no uncertain terms that there 
must be no discrimination In traffic 
charges, and the canal must be un¬ 
qualifiedly neutralized, so that all na¬ 
tions and their citizens and subjects 
might use it on terms of perfect 
equality. 

Mr. Hill’s concluding argument In 
support pf hi# theory that the United 
States was not Intended to be included 
In the provision that all nations were 
to stand on a footing of perfect 
equality as to traffic charges to be "Just 
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pic from the enormous liability Incur¬ 
red that it would be sound legislation 
in the interest of the people to levy as 
great a rate of tolls as commerce could 
bear? The government of the United ^ 

States, as such, has no interest in the 
matter; it is the great mans of the 
people who are charged with the re¬ 
sponsibility for providing for the enor¬ 
mous debt Incurred, and who will have 
a direct financial interest in casting an 
much of this weight as possible on 
American and foreign ship owners who 
use the canal. It was to prevent this 
that the treaty provided that the rates 
should be "Just and equitable." 

Mr. Hill’s concluding proposition Is 
unique. He says that if as a matter 
of honor the United States are to be 
plAced on an equality with other na¬ 
tions In the matter of payment of tolls, 
then other nations as a matter of 
honor ought to bear their share In the 
cost of constructing, safeguarding ancL 
administering the affairs of the canal 
and should assume their Just proportion 
of any deficit that may occur. It might 
be a complete answer to this to say 
that "It Is not so nominated In the 
bond,” but I am not content to rest 
the matter on Shylock’s contention. A 
complete answer to this very extra¬ 
ordinary proposition is this: The Unit¬ 
ed States, being desirous of construct-, 
lng the canal, obtained the permission 
of Great Britain apd other powers In¬ 
terested In the matter, for it was a mat¬ 
ter in which every maritime n&tton on J 
earth had an Interest, Great Britain 
assupting to ac * quo n< * hue ft s the 
representative of all other nations, to 
construct the canal. This consent was 
given subjoct to conditions prescribed 
in the treaty. The United States ac¬ 
cepted these conditions, one of them 
being that traffic rates Bhould be Uni¬ 
form, that It would not allow its owi 
shippers Sn advantage over other ship¬ 
pers by t-emitting their tolls, and that 
it would maintain an absolute neutral¬ 
ity in that It would allow other nations

CLOSING OF SHASTA STREET 


City Solicitor Instructed to Oppose 
Applioation of Owners of Ad¬ 
joining Property. 


Notice was served on the city so¬ 
licitor yesterday, and was also posted 
at the door of the city hall, of the In¬ 
tention of owners on Shasta street to 
make application to the courts under 
the Plans Cancellation act for the 
closing of part of Shasta street, which 
runs off St. Charles street. 

This was brought to the attention 
of the aldermen at the meeting of the 
streets committee yesterday by the 
solicitor. The notice was served by 
Maurice Hills, acting as solicitor for 
Mrs. James Dunsmulr, Mrs. L. A. 
Helsterman, Dr. Ludwig Relsmuller, 
James Preston, George A. Richardson, 
and Edwin Auld, Edmonton. 

The action of the owners brings to 
a head what has been a subject of 
contention for some time. The ma¬ 
jority of them desired to close up part 
of the street, but were not able to 
secure title to all the property, and 
the outstanding owners declined to 
sell. It Is understood that the latter 
have come to terms with the others, 
and those who want the street closed 
are taking the legal steps in the mat¬ 
ter.- 

On motion of Aid. McNeill, the city 
solicitor will be Instructed to oppose 
the application to close the street. 


PAVING PLANT DECIDED ON 


Warren Brothers Offer of an Outfit, 
Oil-Burning, at $13,506 Accepted 
by Committee. 


A further step towards the acquis¬ 
ition of a paving plant by the city 
was taken yesterday afternoon, when 
the streets committee took action on 
a report by the city engineer on the 
tenders referred to him by the coun¬ 
cil last week. 

Mr. Rust reported that there were 
six tenders: Warren Brothers, $12,- 
729 and $776 extra for oil-burning at¬ 
tachment, $13,505; Robertson Iron 
Works, for F. D. Cummings A Sons, 
$13,250 and $350 extra for oil-burning 
attachment, $18,600; Hetherington A 
Berner, $15,283; McAleenon Brothers, 
$19,792; Meese A Gottfried, $15,000; 
W. H. O'Nell A Co.. $14,946. Of these 
he dealt with the first two In detail, 
and recommended the acceptance of 
the Warren Brothers' tender. 

There were representatives of sev¬ 
eral of the tenderers present In the 
counoll chamber, and they wanted to 
be heard In support of their different 
offers. The committee, however, de¬ 
clined to hear any of them, on the 
ground that the city engineer was the 
expert adviser of the council in such 
matters and his report must be con¬ 
sidered as final. Aid. Todd suggested 
that he and his colleagues were get¬ 
ting tired of listening to such dele¬ 
gations. 

It was decided to recommend to 
council along the lines of the engin¬ 
eer's report, subject to the finance 
committee reporting that there was 
monoy^ available to pay for the plant.
